English." Moreover, he did not 
try "to do my part of the job." 


This leaves Mr. Auden as the 


target for any critical bouquets 
or brickbats that may be thrown 
at the poetic quality of the 
translation. 


Since the claque of poetry be- 


gan proclaiming Ezra Pound as 
a great American poet, I have 
disassociated myself from evalu- 
ations of poetry. When 1 dis- 
agreed with them on Pound, I 
was denounced as incompetent. 
Should I now agree with them 
on anything, my readers may 
consider me as crazy as the 
worshippers of Ezra Pound. 


And, 
of course, Pound was 


crazy because in court he made 
that plea to break into an in- 
sane asylum rather than enter 
a penitentiary — and he had 
some of his poetry read in court 
to prove it. 


With this self-disqualification 


as a poetry critic, I assure you 
Mr. Auden's work is superb. 
It can be read with ihoughtful 
and pleasant enjoyment. It re- 
veals much of a great man. 
[That is far n>ore than can be 
| said of the pscudo-hterary-great 
Ezra Pound.

Pennsylvania Turnpike Commis- 
sion says construction of medial 
barriers has been a major fac- 
tor in the toll road becoming 
one of the safest in the country. 


In 1962, cross-over accidents 


on the turnpike killed 54 per- 
sons, but last year only 17 died, 
according to commission statis- 
tics. 


The reduction helped move 


the turnpike from 10th to third 
in the nation in terms of safe- 
ty, officials noted Wednesday. 
The over-all death rate dropped 
to 2.6 for every 100 million 
miles traveled.

BRISBANE, Australia (AP) 


— William Willis has proved 
once again that an old man can 
beat the sea. 


The 71-year-old American ad- 


venturer completed 
a 10.000- 


mile two-stage solo trip across 
the Pacific on a raft Wednes- 
day. He said the exploit nearly 
killed him. 


"I wis at the point of death 


many times," the bearded New 
Yorker 
reported 
after 
he 


beached, his raft Age Unlimited 
at Tully, 1,150 miles north of 
Brisbane. He had set out from 
Peru on July 4, 1963. 


"I came in on my last set of 


nerves," said Willis 


"The weather was extremely 


bad and I had many catas- 
trophes. I think a vertebra in 
my back is broken." 
SAILED FROM PERU 


Willis, who sailed from Peru 


to Samoa on a balsa raft in 1954, 
slarted his second transpacific 
voyage last year "to show that 
a "man past 65 is still in the 
running if he wants to be " 


For his second trip he used a

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson has directed the 
FBI 
to compile hundreds of 


reports on recent street violence 
so he can see if any common 
pattern exists and decide wheth- 
er any new laws are needed. 


The President 
told an im- 


promptu news conference in his 
office Wednesday that he has 
already informed mayors and 
governors where such rioting 
has occurred that the federal 
government will "make availa- 
ble the full information we may 
have" and offer any extra help 
under present laws. 


Johnson said such offers have 


been made to officials in New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Mississippi and Georgia.

President said the FBI is gath-

on "riots and 


disturbances of the peace" at 
the rate of "about 40 a night."

He said he referred "specifi-

than 10,000 hours of flying time, 
had 731 hours of experience in 
the particular type of plane in- 
volved, a twin-engine Aero Com- 
mander.

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Church History Courses Are 


Vital To Student Training 


The study of church history has 


played an important role in the 
training of students for the minis- 
trty at the Gettysburg Seminary 
Since is founding in 1826. Indeed 
this area of investigation has 
been an important tool for an 
educated 
ministry 
in virtually 


eveiy Christian denomination in 
any age. Since Christianity gives 
historical events a crucial role in 
its understanding of God's rela- 
tions with men, and since nulur- 
ing the tradition is an important 
part of a clergyman's responsibili- 
ties, the story of the people of 
God and their thoughts and doings 
across the ages is an integral 
part of Christianity. Church his- 
tory provides the link between the 
Bible and today. It gives the mod- 
ern student a lengthened perspec- 
tive from which to view his own 
age and place. 


But it has only been since 1916 


that church history has been 
recognized as a distinct and sep- 
arate discipline within the cur- 
riculum at Gettysburg Seminary 
with the calling of Dr. Abdel 
Ross Wentz to be the proi'essor 
in that field. By the 1940's re- 
quired and elective offerings had 
grown until they required the 
services of more than one man. 
Today two professors make up 
the department—Dr. Frederick K.l 
Wentz and Dr. Eric W. Gritsch. 
During the 1964-65 academic year 
Professor Wentz is on leave of 
absence and his teaching duties 
are carried by Dr. Robert Wilken 
FOUR REQUIRED COURSES 


In recent years required courses 


in church history, which all stu- 
dents are expected to take, have 
been four in number. A first or 
basic course for beginning stu- 
dents presents an overall view of 
the early centuries, until the 16th 
century, describing the church's 
life, stressing main developments 
in such subjects as worship and 
missions, 
church 
practice 
and 


major religious movements, ethi- 
eal patterns and the church's 
varying relationships with the so- 
cieties in which it has lived. Dur- 
ing the same year Hie student 
also receives another four-hour-a- 
•week, 10-week course in this de- 
partment on the subject of his- 
torical theology. Here the em- 
phasis lies upon the church's 
thought, 
its great 
theologians 


throughout history, the major doc- 
trines, the disputes and creedal 
formulations that have been land- 
ttiarks in the church's effort to 
gi\e intellectual formulation to 
its faith within bhe thought milieu 
tf each age. 


In the students second or nud- 


dler year he takes a third history 
course which complete^ the basic 
or survey course by giving gen- 
eral coverage of the centuries of 
the Reformation and modern eras, 
tracing main lines of the church's 
de\ elopment into the picbent cen- 
turj and decade. A fourth course, 
taken in fche thiid or Senior 
year, rounds out the required his- 
tory offerings by a stud} of Aniei- 
kan Christianity, outlining the 
e\ent,-. and characteristics which 
ha\c constituted church hslory on 
this continent and lune shaixxi 
Chinch life into the palletns found 
aiound us m America totUi> 
ELECTIVE COURSES

of one of the professors. 


The church history department 


also joins other departments in 
providing courses on Tuesdays for 
graduate students. 


Both electives and graduate 


courses tend to be seminars with 
considerable student participation, 
frequently with the expectation 
that each student shall present a 
research paper. All courses in- 
volve extensive readings in text- 
books, original sources and mono- 
graphs. Lectures and discussions 
are the most frequent classroom 
methods. Always the aim is the 
preparation of intelligent, well 
informed clergymen whose fail! 
will be strongly rooted in knowl 
edge and
